Louis firm induced a 
large number of the Osages to move 
their campground and settle in the 
valley* of the Neosho and Verdigris 
Rivers, in southern 
Kansas and 
northern Oklahoma. 
And so it was

the first settlers to this state at 
the end of the 18th century.
